REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 
1-14 are allowed because the claims in the application are deemed to be directed 
to a non-obvious improvement over the invention patented in DE 2020331 1 . The 
claims comprise a connecting element which has a first flank near the first side 
that has a constant inclination that moves away from the centerline throughout a 
first and second section of the connecting element and a second flank located 
opposite the first flank and moves away from the centerline in the first section 
and toward the centerline in the first section. 

2. DE2020331 1 teaches a panel element generally similar to that of the 
instant application but does not disclose a first flank having a inclination that 
moves away from the centerline in the second section and a second flank with a 
inclination that movers toward the centerline in the second section. The 
examiner notes that there is no reference that anticipates or makes obvious the 
applicant's claimed invention.
